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Dr.  Ralph  Cappuccilli 

A  Love  Affair  With  Saint  Joseph's 


Dr.  Ralph  Cappuccilli,  Chairman  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  Department  of  Communications  and 
Theatre  Arts,  has  been  a  member  of  the  college 
faculty  since  1948.  In  more  than  a  quarter  cen¬ 
tury  of  experience  here,  he  has  spent  countless 
hours  inside  and  outside  the  classroom  working 
with  students  past  and  present.  During  a  recent 
interview,  Contact  asked  him  to  review  some 
of  the  highlights  and  major  impressions  he  has 
developed  during  his  time  here. 


CONTACT:  Dr.  Cappuccilli,  you  have  been  a  part  of 
Saint  Joseph's  now  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  cen¬ 
tury.  In  an  age  when  Americans  change  jobs  faster 
than  ever  before,  what  has  prompted  you  to  stay  here? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  I  think  the  sense  of  community  that 
I  first  discovered  when  I  began  teaching  here  at  Saint 
Joseph's  encouraged  me  to  stay,  along  with  the  won¬ 
derful  atmosphere  that  was  generated  by  having  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  individuals  and  are  willing  to  share  with 
me  some  of  the  experiences  of  learning  together.  I'm 
also  impressed  with  a  small-enough  faculty  that  you 
can  get  to  know,  and  a  community  that  doesn't  have 
many  problems,  in  general,  to  raising  a  family.  The 
longer  I  stay  here,  the  more  convinced  I  become  that 
I  made  the  Right  decision.  It's  a  warm,  friendly  campus. 

CONTACT:  In  regards  to  a  changing  campus,  there 
seem  to  be  two  opinions — some  say  Saint  Joseph's  has 
changed  greatly  in  the  last  25  years,  others  insist  the 
institution  has  remoined  basically  the  same.  How  do 
you  see  it? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  I  think  a  little  bit  of  both.  I  think  it 
has  remained  the  same,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  that  we 
still  have  a  small  enough  faculty,  with  a  small  enough 
student  enrollment  to  give  and  get  individual  attention, 
and  yet,  it  has  changed  radically  because  we  are  now 
in  the  area  of  coeducation.  We  have  added  a  new  di¬ 
mension  which  has  radically — that's  the  radical  part  to 
me — that  has  radically  improved  SJC. 

CONTACT:  You  received  your  two  graduate  degrees 
from  large  schools,  Michigan  and  Purdue.  And  you 
have  taught  for  27  years  at  a  small  school.  What 
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this  field  of  study.  What  is  the  range  of  potential  em¬ 
ployment  for  the  communications  major  of  today? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  There  are  a  number  of  areas,  since  the 
field  is  so  broad,  that  the  student  can  enter.  He  can 
study  here  and  take  his  study  in  communications  in 
preparation  to  teach.  He  can  combine  with  English, 
and  he  can  go  on  from  here  to  graduate  work  and 
move  into  college  teaching.  He  can  look  to  the  pro¬ 
fessional  fields  with  some  specialized  training  after  he 
leaves  here  and  seek  job  opportunities  there.  He  can 
also  move  into  personnel  work  and  public  relations,  and 
in  some  instances,  if  the  student  studies  well,  prepares 
himself  well,  he  can  even  prepare  himself  for  law. 

CONTACT:  Due  in  no  small  part  to  your  help  and 
guidance  in  years  past,  the  Columbian  Players  have 
been  an  important  fixture  in  campus  cultural  life  for 
many  years.  Could  you  tell  us  a  little  about  this  group 
— when  it  was  founded,  its  goals,  its  rewards  to  the 
participating  students? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  Well,  it  was  founded  long  before  my 
time,  some  time  around  the  period  of  1 889,  when  the 
college  was  founded,  and  there  have  been  a  number  of

would  you  describe  as  Saint  Joseph's  distinct  educa¬ 
tional  advantages  as  compared  to  those  of  the  large 
university? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  Individual  attention  for  the  student, 
the  ability  to  meet  people  on  a  one-to-one  basis,  to  not 
just  know  numbers,  or  names  externally,  but  to  know 
people  individually,  personally,  be  able  to  give  them 
help  and  to  receive  help  from  them.  The  whole  sense 
of  community  again  comes  out  of  this  kind  of  relation¬ 
ship  which  cannot  be  developed,  in  any  sense,  at  a 
larger  college  or  university.  This  is  one  of  the  things 
that  has  kept  me  here,  has  inspired  me,  has  challenged 
me,  and  has  made  me  feel  the  whole  sense  of  life  and 
living  worthwhile,  both  for  me  and  the  students  who 
I've  met  and  known. 

CONTACT:  As  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Com¬ 
munications  and  Theatre  Arts,  you  have  to  keep  an 
eye  out  for  job  opportunities  for  students  who  major  in 


directors.  It  was  originally  called  The  Columbian  Liter¬ 
ary  Society,  and  the  name  was  changed  by  Father 
Lawrence  Heiman  and  his  Columbian  Players,  to  the 
Columbian  Players,  by  his  group.  And  from  that  time 
to  the  present  it  is  still  called  the  Columbian  Players 
and  we're  very  proud  of  this  organization.  They've 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  to  the  students,  faculty, 
and  community  significant  plays  of  current  and  past 
value  that  can  be  related  both  in  the  classroom  and 
outside  the  classroom.  They  have  undertaken  to  do 
shows  on  their  own  in  some  instances  with  a  minimum 
of  supervision  by  directors  in  the  department.  They 
have  won  the  Student  Senate  Award  for  the  best  club 
of  the  year  for  two  years  in  a  row.  The  value  of  this 
lies  in  many  directions.  It's  multifaceted.  It  lies  in  de¬ 
veloping  the  student's  ability  to  act,  to  think,  to  be 
exposed  to  different  cultures  of  the  past  and  in  the 
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present;  to  be  able  to  integrate  his  materials  both  in 
his  academic  work,  and  his  daily  living.  And  plus,  it 
exploits  the  student's  potential  from  top  to  bottom. 
From  his  abilities  as  a  thinker  all  the  way  through  to 
his  abilities  to  be  sociable,  to  be  personable,  to  be 
compatible  with  the  culture  in  which  he  lives. 

CONTACT:  Speaking  of  educational  experiences,  what 
sort  of  impact  has  the  Core  curriculum  had  upon  Com¬ 
munications  and  Theatre  Arts? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  Of  course  it  has  replaced  the  basic 
speech  course  in  our  area.  However,  for  those  students 
who  still  wish  to  take  it  and  for  whom  it  might  be 
required  in  certain  programs,  the  speech  course  is 
available.  But  I  will  say  Core  has  implemented  the 
whole  idea  of  group  situations  in  which  communications 
finds  much  of  its  outlet.  And  it  has  provided  all  the 
students  who  have  participated  in  Core  an  opportunity 
to  speak,  to  participate,  and  to  understand  the  back¬ 
grounds  of  their  contemporary  scenes,  and  the  past 
cultures,  and  the  present  and  even  to  explore  future 
possibilities  through  the  vehicle  of  communications.  And 
it  implements  discussions  and  provides  opportunities  for 
regulating  the  thought  processes  bringing  their  infor¬ 
mation  to  the  floor.  And  it  has  served  to  complement, 
in  a  large  measure,  the  things  we  were  hoping  to  ac¬ 
complish  in  our  communications  program.  I  think  it 
has  added  to,  and  not  detracted  from,  the  area  of  com¬ 
munications. 

CONTACT:  What  impact  has  Core  had  upon  you  as 
a  professor? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  It's  made  me  understand,  respect,  and 
experience  more  profoundly  the  worth,  both  of  myself 
as  an  individual  in  this  culture  and  the  students  who 
I  face  on  a  day-to-day  basis  in  the  interchange  and 
exchange  of  ideas  that  I  find  at  times  ennobling. 

CONTACT:  In  these  past  27  years,  you've  had  an  ex¬ 
tensive  opportunity  to  work  with  ond  influence  young 
people.  How  does  the  Saint  Joe  student  of  1975  differ 
from  his  1950  counterpart? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  I  think  the  student  who  comes  to  us 
today  has  been  exposed  to  a  great  deal  more  informa¬ 
tion.  And  this  through  the  mass  media  I  think  that  the 
student  is  as  much  of  a  thinker  and  a  prober  as  the 
sludent  of  the  past.  But  I  do  feel  they  are  bound  by 
certain  limits  in  their  pursuits  in  the  whole  trend  towards 
over-specialization.  Today's  student  has  to  be  forced 
almost  into  general  education  up  to  a  point  where  he 
suddenly,  by  the  time  he  becomes  a  junior  or  senior, 
really  becomes  aware  that  this  was  good  for  him.  I 
think  that  the  student  today  is  not  so  willing  to  take  on 
the  added  burden  of  a  general  education,  unless  it  can 
be  established  for  him  that  it  will  contribute  something 
to  him.  I  think  the  student  today  is  also  a  pusher,  a 
hustler  in  the  sense  that  he  has  ambitions,  he  does 
have  goals;  however,  they  do  have  to  be  made  clear  to 
him.  He  does  seek  to  contribute  very  significantly  to 
the  academic  community,  to  the  social  community,  and 
the  religious  community.  I  think  he  is  a  responsible 
individual — these  conditions  have  not  changed  in  the 
student  of  today.  And  the  added  dimension  here  at  SJC 
of  course  is  coeducation,  which  has  provided  a  more 
ideal  and  more  realistic  approach  to  the  whole  pursuit 
of  life  and  living  in  today's  society.  I  honestly  believe 
this. 

CONTACT:  If  you  could  turn  the  clock  back  to  1948 
when  you  first  joined  our  faculty,  is  there  anything  you 
would  have  done  differently? 

CAPPUCCILLI:  I  might  have  gone  out  and  tried  to  get 
more  money  (laughing).  O.K.?  I  really  can't  say  that 
there  are  any  things  I'd  have  done  differently,  but  I 
might  have  wished  I'd  have  been  born  here,  I  guess,  you 
know,  right  from  the  very  beginning.  If  I  could  turn 
the  clock  back  just  a  little  bit,  I  would  try  to  promote 
even  more  significantly  the  whole  area  of  communica¬ 
tions  which  has  partly  come  to  pass  through  the  par¬ 
ticipation  in  Core.  But  in  the  area  of  radio,  television, 
film  and  even  theatre  for  that  matter,  I  would  have 
liked  to  have  introduced  more  courses,  perhaps  even  a 
larger  staff,  in  order  to  get  our  students  geared  and 
primed  to  meet  thte  20th  century  in  every  respect.  We 
feel  our  students  are  competent,  but  in  some  areas  we 
could  still  promote  some  programs,  such  as  television 
courses — and  we  do  have  some — but  we  need  more. 
V/e  lost  all  of  our  TV  equipment  during  the  fire  and 
we're  in  the  process  of  restoring  some  of  that  through 
grants.  We'd  like  to  have  programs  that  emphasize  the 
mass  media  and  push  those  areas  for  the  students,  so 
they  can  confront  the  professional  world  with  the  men¬ 
tal  equipment  and  the  range  of  abilities  that  are  neces¬ 
sary  to  cope  with  things  that  are  happening  in  society 
today.  Let's  face  it:  we're  moving  faster  and  faster  and

sometimes  on  the  campus  we  feel  we  are  unable  to 
keep  up  with  it,  though  we  desperately  try  to  present 
programs  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  students; 
physical  equipment  is  not  always  that  accessible  or 
available  to  us — financing  doesn't  always  come  that 
easily  and  we  find  ourselves  caught  between  the  devil 
and  the  deep  blue  sea.  Knowing  what  our  purposes  and 
our  goals  are  and  trying  to  achieve  them  with  what  is 
at  hand  and  always  hoping  that  we  can  give  students 
a  little  more — that  constantly  prods  our  enthusiasm 
and  dedication.

Board  studies 
chapter 
organization 

Work  on  the  organization  and  development 
of  alumni  chapters  in  Northwest  Indiana,  Mil¬ 
waukee,  Valparaiso-LaPorte,  Chicago  and  Day- 
ton  is  progressing  quickly  and  the  idea  of  a 
joint  Board  of  Trustees— Alumni  Board  meeting 
may  soon  become  a  reality. 

These  were  highlights  of  the  Sept.  20  meet¬ 
ing  of  Saint  Joseph's  Alumni  Board  of  Directors. 

Organization  and  development  of  alumni 
chapters  is  one  of  the  chief  goals  of  Alumni 
Association  President  Jim  Madden,  and  recent 
developments  indicate  his  goals  in  this  area 
may  well  be  met.  Gerald  Lasko,  currently  a 
Puma  assistant  football  coach,  joined  the 
Alumni  Office  after  Nov.  10  and  is  directing  a 
series  of  alumni  chapter  developments. 

The  Michiana  Chapter  held  a  dinner 
Nov.  15  at  the  Morris  Park  Country  Club  in 
South  Bend  and  they're  also  planning  a  cock¬ 
tail  hour  after  the  basketball  game  at  Notre 
Dame  Jan.  2 1 . 

Alumni  Board  members  discussed  the  idea 
of  mini-vacations  on  campus  that  would  include 
a  seminar  or  types  of  refresher  courses.  "This 
could  become  a  tax-deductible  item  for  the 
alumnus  while  simultaneously  using  college  fa¬ 
cilities  to  fuller  advantage  during  the  summer," 
says  Robert  Ramesh,  Vice-President  for  Alumni 
Relations. 

James  Buckley,  Vice-President  for  Academics 
and  Recruitment,  reported  that  alumni  were  re¬ 
sponsible  in  recruiting  85  new  students  this 
fall.  A  letter  also  has  been  mailed  to  heads  of 
college  instructional  departments  offering  the 
services  of  alumni  (for  example,  as  guest 
speakers)  within  the  curriculum. 

Slides  showing  the  school's  extensive  phys¬ 
ical  plant  improvements  this  past  summer  were 
displayed  by  Donna  Knochel,  Vice-President  for 
Campus  Relations,  while  Jerry  Hoess,  Vice- 
President  for  Financial  Affairs,  raised  the  pos-  • 
sibility  of  a  joint  Board  of  Trustees— Alumni 
Board  Meeting. 

The  idea  was  proposed  because  both  Trus¬ 
tees  and  alumni  are  intricately  involved  in 
college  policies  and  development,  and  it  was 
felt  that  both  groups  could  benefit  from  an  ex¬ 
change  of  ideas  and  information. 

Thomas  DeMint  discussed  his  ideas  for  var¬ 
ious  alumni  mailers  during  1975-76,  and  it  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Athletic  Commit¬ 
tee  be  activated  to  investigate  ways  and  means 
to  help  the  money  management  aspects  of  the 
athletic  department.
